From the time when Adam and Ev e 
listened to the dev il rather than to God 
I and by one man sin entered into the 
world and death by sin (Itom. v , 12) 
i the god of this world, the dev il, has 
j been blinding people’s ey es tp the truth 
; and to the lov e of God, alway s setting 
before them some way which he in- 
j sists is better than God’s way ; hence 
i all the sin of which we read in all the 
Bible story and in the whole history of 
the race. 
The alternate lesson for to­ 
day tells how ev en Solomon, so be­ 
lov ed and blessed of God, was turned 
away from Ilim by the women of 
other nations, and by them and their 
idols his heart was turned away from 
the Lord God of Israel (I Kings x i.

Six months later the same angel, 
Gabriel, was sent from heav en to a 
hnmble home in Nazareth to a v irgin 
called *Mary with the most wonderful ; 
tnessage ev er giv en to a woman in the 
whole history of this world (Luke 1, 30- j 
33). 
In simple, childlike faith Mary 
listened to the wonderful message and j 
said, “ Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord; be it unto me according to thy | 
word.” 
It had been foretold that the 
Messiah should be born of a v irgin and j 
thus the word of God be literally ful­ 
filled that He should be the “ seed of 
woman;“ also that He should be born 
in Bethlehem of J udea (Isa. v ii, 14 ); 
Gen. iii, 15 ; Mie. v . 2). 
In our lesson 
we see God. who watches ov er IT is 
word to perform it (.Ter. i, 12, R. V.). 
bringing all things to pass just as He 
bad said. 
A decree from .the world 
ruler, who knew not God, caused Mary 
to be in Bethlehem at this particular 
time, and while there she brought forth 
her firstborn son in a lowly place 
among cattle and used a manger as His 
cradle (v erses 7 , 12. 1G), for there was 
no room for them in the inn. 
He came 
from the glory of heav en. His Father’s 
home, the holy angels and the great 
company of the redeemed, and there 
was no welcome for Him on earth ex ­ 
cept from His mother and J oseph, and 
those few shepherds, and Simeon and 
Anna, and those wise men from the 
east, and a few others. 
But all heav en 
was interested. 
An angel came with 
his glory of heav enly light and told 
these shepherds of the great ev ent; 
then a multitude of angels praised God 
in these words: “ Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will 
toward men“ (v erse 14 ). 
Then the an­ 
gels returned to heav en, and the shep­ 
herds went and found it just as the 
angels had said.

said. “ Let us go and see this thing 
which is come to pass, which the I^ord 
hath made known to us.”
